The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: McEwen et al 
disclose a tourniquet. 

Saemann and Eaton disclose an inflatable tourniquet having a strip shaped band 
proximal two bands. 

The prior art however fails to show or suggest as detailed in claim 1 , strip shaped first, 
second and third bands, the first and second bands having a hollow space formed at the 
distal ends, the distal end of the first band passing through the distal end of the second 
band. The third band attached to the proximal end of the first band along the outer 
surface the other end passing through the first hollow space, said first band and said 
second band having an air-tight hollow tube along the length thereof in order to receive 
a gas from outside, said first band and said third band being configured in such a 
manner that said third band can be attached to the outer surface of said first band after 
the distal end of said third band is passed through said first hollow space and looped 
back so that the distal end of said third band extends in the same direction as from the 
distal end of the second band to the proximal end of the second band.
